It was barely daylight Sunday 
ing before a posse of citizens from Tip- 
tonville and surrounding country were 
in pursuit of the’ negroes, Dut they suc- 
cussefully eluded the white men until 8 
o'clock this morning, when they were 
surrounded and captured in a little 
swamp near the village of Ridgely. The 
vicinity 1s known as the Old River Bed 
canebrake, and it is a difficult matter 
to trace man or beast througn its tan- 
gles. Once captured, however, the ne- 
groes, covered by a hundred guns, were 
quickly landed in jail at Tiptonville. The 
negroes, when arrested, had two guns 
in their possession, but had run out of 
ammunition, 

The news of their capture spread rap- 
idly to the surrounding territory, and 
in addition the several hundred memberg 
of, the possemen began arriving by 
every road and soon the jail was sur- 
rounded by a mob which had no hesi-

Statement By Cannon. 


‘Later Speaker Cannon issued a state- 
ment, in part as follows: 

“The election of speaker for the sixly- 
first congress is yet a considerable dis- 
tance in the future. When that con- 
gress is about to assemble—which, I pre- 
sume, will be some time in March—the 
republican menrbers of the house cf rep- 
resentativeg will hold a caucus, as has 
been the custom from the foundation of 
the party, and select a candidate for 
speaker, to be supported by the party at 
the organization of the house. I pre- 
sume that the representafives will be 
perfectly competent to select their 
speaker, and I do not see any present 
need for fretting about the matter. 

“Of course, there will be an honest 
revision of the tariff. All will not have 
the same Views, and each one cannot 
have his own way altogether. There 
must be mutal concegsion and compro- 
mise, out of which will come the result 
which, on the whole, is most acceptable 
or least objectionable to all. 4 

Speaker Must Obey. 


“Whoever is elected speaker of the 
next house must so perform his func- 
tions as to assist the house in arriving 
at the result will best represent the 
views of the responsible party in the 
house, striving to carry out the will of 
the people who elected him. 

‘In over thirty years’ experience in 
the house, sOmetimes under one party 
control. sometimes under the other, I 
have never seen the responsible polit!-

“The republicans made no mistake 
when they enacted the Dingley law, as 
the long life—as the lines of tariff laws 
go—of that law shows.

ONLY 21 KILLED 
BY THE TORNADO 


Death List in Arkansas Has 
Been (Decreased, 


PROPERTY LOSS VERY GREAT 


It Will Reach Hundreds of Thou- 
sands of Dollars—Relief Is Being 
Hastened to Towns Hit by 
the Tornado. 


a 


‘Little Rock, Ark., November 24,.—Lat- 
est reports from western Arkansas to- 
night show that, although first reports 
of the number killed in yesterday's tor- 
nado were exaggerated, the property 
damage amounts to hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Reports so far give names of four 
known dead and about fifteen known in- 
jured. Seventeen other deaths are re- 
ported, but names are not given. 

Relief is being hastened to Arkansas 
towns which were last night reported 
destroyed by tornadoes, and this after- 
noon the stricken district was in com- 
munication with the outside world, as 
the telegraph companies have had line- 
men repairing damage since early today. 
One of the tornadoes started in Mis- 
souri, traveling south through Carroll, 
Newton and Johnson counties, the heavy 
wind abating when the Arkansas river 
was reached. It swept a path through 
these counties half a mile wide, almost 
totally destroying Boxley, Murray, Low 
Gap, Ozark, Dale, Boston, Judea, Trath, 
Omega, Dry Fork, Dinsmore, Parthenan, 
Mossville, Limestone, Red Fork and 
other hamlets. The tornado @plit at the 
head of Mulberry creek a portion going 
through Tull and Smedley into Ozark, 
where a number of houses were blown 
down. 

The main stonm almost wiped out 
Piney, where the largest loss of life 
occurred. There areprobably thirty dead 
at that place, Knoxville and London. 

A second tornado came from the di- 
rection of Louistana and traveled north 
through Lafayette,, Pike and Hentp- 
stead counties. 

Lewisville, Lodi, Ozan, Murfreesboro 
and other towns are reported to have 
Suffered severely, with a scattering loss 
of life. The only deaths from the storm 
in the state which can ‘be verified are 
Mrs. John Rosson and two children at 
Cravens, Franklin county. The escape 
of many from death seems miraculous. 
A farmer named Rachael, residing in 
Pope county, was upon his deathbed, 
surrounded by his fatnily, when the tor- 
nado struck the thouse, carrying every- 
thing but the floor away, without in-

AT JIM WOODWARD RALLY 


One of the most interesting addresses 
at the Woodward rally last night was 
that made by Hon. Hamilton Douglas, 
who spoke as follows: 

Being called out of the city 
ment made last July, it will be 
for me to be here to cast my ballot in 
coming election. But I regard it as a duty 
to.e@xzpress my convictions tonight in favor 
of sustaining the white primary in Atlanta. 

In the recent primary I voted for Mr. 
Thomas H. Goodwin and not for Mr. Wooa- 
Ward. A majority of the white voters in that 
- prfmary thought otherwise and Mr. Wood- 
Ward was nominated. It @ not, therefore, as 
an original Woodward man that I am nere, 
but B am here as a soutMern man, who, hav- 
ing participated in that primary, feels h!im- 
self committed to support its nominee. 

The rule for holding primaries,, which has 
been enforced for more than ten vears in this 
city, Is as follows: 

“Rule 13. Every voter* 
election shail be considered 
support the nominee thereof.’’

The views of Mr. Carnegie on the tariff question, published in the cur- 
rent issue of The Century Magazine, is the most notable contribution of late 
years to tariff discussion. 29 

Mr. Carnegie announces himself a believer in free trade for the products 
of American industries, and holds that they are able to hold thei: own in the 
fight for the world’s markets. 

He advocates a tariff for revenue, with only incidental protection to 


‘infant industries, while they are infants. When they grow to man’s estate 


; 


and are able to fight their battles with the world as a field, he believes in 
tearing down the tariff barriers which have shielded their years of tender 


| growth. 
| The outspoken views of the man who has been one of the foremost lead- 
ers in building up the vast steel industry in America are deeply significant. 
THEY INDICA®E WHICH WAY THE TRADE WINDS ARE BLOWING. 
Though Mr. Carnegie insists he is expressing no new belief, but only 


the convictions he has entertained for years, his tariff article will occasion 
wide discussion and speculation. 

It is a companion piece with the announcement in favor of disarmament 
‘and world peace from the man who has sold this government hundreds of 
| millions of dollars of armor plate for the United States navy, and whose pros- 
| perity has largely: been built up from such contracts. 

Now Mr. Carnegie advocates’ putting the ordinary articles and forms of 
steel. on the free list. He directs attention to the international combination 
by which the price or thread is fixed, and thinks it should be looked into by 
the government and thread put on the free list.

| But the government must be supported and infant industries must be 
protected, according to Mr. Carnegie. Therefore, he favors a gfotective tariff 
upon cutlery and other special stéel schedules, for instance, until these prod- 
ucts of American factories can compete with foreign goods. 

The American people will continue to be taxed under this plan to guar- 
antee “reasonable profits” to one class of American citizens until they are 
rich and strong enough to dominate the world. 

Many items in the list of luxuries prepared by Mr. Carnegie, as goods 
which should be taxed, since they,are consumed mainly by the rich, will 
‘be questioned by many citizens. ; : 

In this list are included cotton manufactures to the amount of $33,349,000, 
or 18 per cent Of the whole amount of luxuries. Other items are fibers, 
glass, wood and wool manufactures, toys, dolls and tobacco. 

If a man does not use tobacco or liquors, Mr. Carnegie declares, he pays 
little in taxation to the government. But he excludes sugar, which in 1906 
netted the government $56,000,000 in revenue. :

National Guard Officers Must 
"Not Gossip, 


REGULAR ARMY DISCIPLINE 


Neither Officers Nor Men Will Be 
Allowed to Talk of Military Af- 
fairs Nor to Make Prrsonal 
Matters Ont of Official 
Orders. 


The new rules and regulations for tha 
national guarg of Georgia promulgated 
by Adjutant General Scott on Novem- 
ter 17 and now in the hands of the 
printer, apply the gag law to officers 
of the national guard when military 
affairs are under discussion. ; 

No officer is parmitted to make publie 
any military secrets, any matter 
concerning another officer, or any 
transactions in the national guard the 
general circulation of which might 
prove prejudicial to the service. No 
Officer or soldier is permitted to make 
a personal affair of any official order. 

These regulation™are closely modeled 
after the rules and regulations for the 
regular army. 

In, section 210 it is provided: 

“Deliberations Or discussions among 
military men conveying praise, or cen- 
Sure, of aiy mark of approbation to- 
Wards others in the military service, 
and all publications relative to transac- 
tions between officers of a private or 
personal nature are—except when au- 
thorized by the gsovernor—prohibited at 
all times and whether on duty or not, 
Nor shail any Officer or soldier attempt 
af any time or place, whether on duty 
ur not, to holg any: officer or soldier 
responsible im a personat manner for 
any official act.” 

Section 2/1! prohibits any officer or 
Soldiep to give out any official letter or 
report ©r permit it to pass into the 
hands of outsiders. Section 212 is the 
one applying the gag law most effect- 
ively and banishing gossip as a pastime 
Of the national guards. It provides: 

“212. All . officers soldiers are 
Strictly prohibited from allowing them- 
Selves to be wWiterviewegq for publieca- 
t10n On any matter that might be det- 
Mmental to the service or any individ- 
ual member thereof.’

Negro Bicycle Rider Arrested for 
Nearly Running Down the 
President. 


Washington, November 24.—Becaussa 
he barely avoided running down the 
president of the United States with a 
bicycle whtle the latter was walking 
to church last Sunday, Gilbert Beyer, a 
negro youth, was arrested on tha 
charge of “not having a suitable bel]! 
on his bicycle.” 

Boyer was released upon putting up 
$5 collateral, which he forfeited rattler 
than stand trial yesterday upon tha 
charge. The episode first became known 
lest night. President Roosevelt was 
walking briskly down+F street on Sun- 
day morning with two secret service 
men at his heels and started to cross 
Fifteenth street, when he heard a shour 
of warning from some one in front of: 
him. The presidnt sprang Dack just 
in time to miss being hit by a bicyle 
ridden by a negro, who was trying to 
steer the wheel with one hand and 
carry a basket of milk bottles with the 
ether. 

When the president shouted at him t 
admonish him for his reckless riding, 
the negro merely grinned and pedaled 
swiftly away. It was not until he 
was pursued and arrested by the secret 
service men at the dairy where he was 
employed that the negro became awate 
of the president’s identity.
